Mow to Meet Obiigations 


‘The coincidence of the two figures 
may suggest that the maintenance of 
full interest and the temporary cessa- 
tion of sinking fund operations re- 
presents the best_adjustment which 
can be made. Closer examination, 
however, raises several doubts on this 
point. If full interest were taken as 
the criterion, it would affect the 
three groups in the Customs loans 
very unevenly. Analysis of the eu 
Feni service on the senior 4% ‘per 
cent. loan shows that little more than 
18 per cent. of the total service is 
required for interest. The Boxer 
‘Hroup (items two to four in the table) 
as a whole show that interest obliga- 
ions this year represent approximate- 
ly 28 per eent. of the full service. 
The junior security of the st, the 
5 per cent. Reorganization Loan of 
1913, however, would obtain practic 
ally’ two-thirds of its full service if 
interest alone were maintained. These 
proportions, moving in exact converse 
to the order of precedence of in- 
dividual issues, do not suggest that 
{ull interest payments would provide 
en equitable temporary solution of 
the problem. If China's Customs re- 
sourees were sufficient to meet full 
interest charge? they would surely 
be more equitably distributed by 
providing full serviee on the 41% per 
cent. Joan, including ‘sinking funds, 
full interest on the Boxer group, and 
approximately one-third of full in= 
terest on the Reorganization loan. 
Full interest payments have a super- 
ficial simplicity whieh is {ortied by 
the argument that the period of dif- 
faculty may be short. But even if it 
is short in fact, that is no. reason 
for working inequity upon the hold- 
fers of the 415 per cent. loan, And 
it cannot be regarded as certain, 
this stage. that arrangement woul 
prove strictly temporary.

A REGRETTABLE AFFAIR 

April 26. 
As the question of how Mr. Bertram Littie 
‘met his death on Monday night in Hongkew 
must of necessity be the subject of a judicial 
inquiry it is not intended at this juncture to 
discuss the various versions of the matter 
which were current on the night of the ac- 
cident, and, yesterday. ‘There are, quite 
‘obviously, points which can only be cleared 
up when those who were unfortunate to have 
been injured will be in a condition to give 
their evidence. It is impossible, however, 
to overlook what happened that night at the 
General Hospital, or to ignore the general 
indignation which has thereby been aroused. 
mr the accident, in which Mr. Lillie was 
killed, had occurred, the other occupants of 
the ear who were injured, Mrs. Lillie and 














Police Sergeant J. R. Wimsett were conveyed 
with all the speed possible to the General 
Hospital for attention. It appears that a 
Japanese sentry had also been hurt, he has 
since died, and it is to be assumed 
that the Japanese authorities commenced 
their investigations in an atmosphere 
dominated by indignation that one of their 
men had received harm. That and that 
alone can explain the truculence, and viol 
fence which was demonstrated by certain of 
the Japanese officials who sought 10 pursue 
their inquiries of those of the injured who 
had been taken to the General Hospital. It 
appears that a number of Japanese went to. 
the Hospital, with a display of military force, 
including, it is reported, two machine guns 
‘on motor cycles to dominate the entrance. 
‘A number of officers and men entered the 
building and demanded to see the patients. 
‘That was of course entirely out of the ques- 
tion. Both Mrs. Lillie and Sergeant Wimsett 
had'had to go on the operating table, and. 
neither of them were in a condition to be 
questioned. The doctors who refused to 
permit the Japanese to see them were acting. 
in the only way it was possible for them to 
do. ‘The condition of both of the patients 
was such that to have subjected them to 
questioning under such conditions might have 
had a serious effect upon them, particularly. 
in the case of Mrs. Lillie who, added to the 
natural shock of such an occurrence, had the 
further distressing knowledge that her 
husband had died at her side. 

In the ease of Sergeant Wimsett he was on 
the table in the accident ward, only three 
parts conscious, and under morphia, when a 
Japanese entered the room and sought to in- 
terrogate him. ‘The doctor in charge of the| 
case had naturally to decline to allow this: 
0 go on, and eventually had to remove the 
injured man to the operating room at the’ 
top of the hospital where his treatment was 
continued behind locked doors. There is 
also the assault on Assistant Commissioner 
Samson, which appears to have arisen out 
of the old familiar language difficulty, which 
that officer endured with commendable re- 
straint and dignity. ‘The general impression 
conveyed to the fair number of observers of 
the whole matter was that the Japanese were 
behaving with an utter disregard to the 
sufferings of the injured, which, save for the 
firmness of the doctors, ‘might actually have 
impeded the assistance which was being. 
given them. It was not until the arrival of 
Commander Hayashi, of the Naval Landing- 
Party that a situation which ean be described 
as nothing less than tense, was relieved, and. 
that officer appears to have acted with a 
consideration, which up to that moment had. 
bbcon entirely’ missing. It is readily admitted 
that Japanese methods of prosecuting on- 
quiries in such cases as these are entirely 
different from those of other people. It is 
not intended here to discuss the merits of 
the different systems, but it must be pointed 
out that in this particular instance they. 
were dealing with people over whom they 
had not the slightest jurisdiction, individuals 
who are answerable only to authorities of 
their_own nationality. ‘There was nothing 
fon Monday night, any more than there is 
now, to suggest that the Japanese authori- 
ties ‘will be deprived of any information 
they can possibly desire, and to attempt to. 
subject these two suffering individuals to in- 
torrogation in the condition in which they 
were displays not only an utter disregard 
of their legal rights, but also a callousness 
which in the circumstances is worthy of the 
completest condemnation. The attitude of| 
the doctors in protecting the interests of 
their patients, is of course traditional but 
none the less praiseworthy in the circum- 
stances in which they found themselves| 
placed. 

‘What necessity there was for the invasion 
of the Hospital and the terrifying of patients: 
which must have inevitably resulted it is 
not easy to see. ‘Those involved in the ac- 
cielent could not have got away even if they’ 
had wanted to; their condition would not 
have permitted it. ‘The attempt to see Mrs. 
Lillie, and it is to be presumed to have ques- 
tioned her, is to be all the more regretted when 
it is realized what she must have been 
‘suffering mentally and physically, and if the 
Vapanese authorities had contented them- 
selves with ascertaining where the two in- 
Jured people were, their identity and the 
impossibility of their leaving the hospital, 
they could very well have left the remainder 
‘of their inquiries to a later date when both! 
of them might be in a better condition 
to give that information which is necessary 
for clearing up the whole affair. It is to 
be hoped that even now the Japanese 
authorities will refrain from pressing the 



































matter until they are in a fit state of health 






jt must be to the Japanese themselves 
who must be naturally anxious as to the fate 
of their fellow countryman. It has been 
wise for much satisfaction that incident= 
involving Japanese and foreigners have been 
comparatively searee during the past twelve 
months, and for that reason -this tragic oc~ 
currence must be placed in its proper per- 
spective as rapidly as possible. It docs not 
matter in the slightest who was originally. 
responsible for the occurrence. That is a

A WELCOME DECISION 
Aprit 27. 

Out of a regular welter of political in- 
formation, ranging from the Budget speech 
to the reports concerning the latest repre- 
sentation to Herr Hiller by Great Britain on’ 
the subject of President Roosevelt's peace 
lea, comes the epoch-making news that the. 
British Cabinet has at long last decided to 
introduce conscription. Fortunately the mis- 
take which was feared in editorial comment 
yesterday that conscription might be made 
4 pawn in diplomatic exchanges with Ger- 
many has not been made, and the issue 
been maintained purely as a domestic matter 
regardless of what the developments in 
Europe may be. The significance of the 
move is not alone to be found in the throw- 
ing over of the pledge given by Mr. Baldwin 
at the last general clection that conscription 
would not be introduced in peace time, but! 
also in the fact that a decision has ‘been 
reached to sct up a system of compulsory 
training against which the face of the British 
public has been resolutely set for a very long, 
time. Indeed it was only the urgent neces~ 
sities of the Great War which led to a 
temporary departure from the voluntary 
system of recruitment, and it will be re- 
membered that when hostilities came to an 
‘end the huge armies, which by that time had 
been assembled, were demobilized with the| 
greatest possible rapidity. The average 
Briton docs not like conscription. It means 
an infringement of his liberties which is 
wholly repugnant {o him, but he will accept 
the inevitable in emergencies with that same 
spirit with which he accepted it twenty odd 
years ago. The will to defend the Empire! 
Against aggression is in existence, and while: 
the step which is to be taken is repugnant 
to British ideals in one sense, when the 
question of the security of the Empire is| 
involved this unpalatable medicine will be: 
taken with the best of grace. ‘That the 
Opposition will do everything in their power 
fo prevent the passage of the necessary 
Jegislation, that they will raise the bitter cry’ 
that the country has beon betrayed by the’ 
abandonment of a pledge given under the 
duress of a General Election may be taken’ 
for ranted. That opposition may be 
assessed for what it is—something inspired 
by a desire to profit out of the débicle to 
which European diplomacy has now been 
reduced. By this decision Mr. Chamberlain 
has made the last and most bitter confes- 
sion of the failure of his policy of appease~ 
ment, and in doing so, has shown himself’ 
to be the great man he undoubtedly is.

‘The counsel of perfection would have 
been if Ms. Chamberlain had reached this 
present fateful decision immediately follow= 
Ing the dismemberment of Czechoslovakia 
That might have saved Albania, and prevent 
ed the dictator foothold in the Balkans. It 
might also have prevented Herr Hitler from 
taking up an altitude from which he might 
not with dignity be able to recede. Tt is not 
suggested that he has done so up to. the 
present, but a great deal depends upon what 
he has to say’ before the Relehstag today. A 
complete contemptuous rejection of Presid- 
ent Roosevelt's plea for peace. will mean 
that he has decided to burn his boats, and 
at some future date, distant or near, he may 
decide to chance the fulfilment of the 
destinies ot Germany and Italy on the wild 
tamble of war. Both of those countries may 
be said to be at. the apogee of their 
strength ; there is still much might on the 
democratic side which has yet to be deve 
loped, and the potentialities ‘are strongly’ in 
favour of the fatter. If there is any one 
certain thing in the. present situation it is 
that neither Great Britain nor France con- 
template a short war if it is forced upon 
them, Tt will not indeed be really started 
until one side oF the other has obtained com= 
plete “control “of the als. ‘The theory of 
blitskrieg has been tested out in the past. 
It has failed. While it may be true ‘that 
‘with modern developments the chance of 
Such a sudden blow has improved, there s 
in xeality little, if anything, to support the 
view that improvements in’ arms since the 
Great War have not been completely offset 
by" counter-improvements, ‘and while” the 
destructive capabilities of the air arm have 
to be admitted, it must be pointed out that 
in the Tong run it has boon the bayonet whlch 
has been the decisive factor. It may take a 
very long time before that weapon will come 
into play in circumstances of war as they 
ae at present envisaged. 


























DEEDS NOT WORDS 
» Aprit 28 

With the passage in the House of Com 
mons of the Government motion advocating 
the introduction of conscription in Great 
Britain by a majority which shows that the 
division followed ordinary party lines, it is 
possible to pay attention to other important 
developments throughout the world. ‘The 
enactment of the necessary legislation to 
‘make the motion operative should be practic 
ally a matter of routine, for there is now no 
reason to suppose that the Government will 
Jose any of that support upon which it would 
normally be entitled to count, Eyes are now 
naturally tuned to Germany, and by the 
time these lines appear in print the world 
‘at large will know what Herr Hitler has had 
to say before the Reichstag regarding the 
test developments in the European situa~ 
tion. Taking what is undoubtedly the 
proper view of the matter it would scem 
that in recent months undue importance has 
een attached to Der Fuchrer's utterances. 
‘There have been on practically every oc- 
casion much anxious speculation as to what 
epoch-inalcing sentiments he will express, 
only to find in the ultimate result that noth- 
ing quite so drastic as was feared eventuated. 
It Is about time that these various speeches 
by the different German leaders should be 
reduced to their proper importance. Further 
iddresses ure expected on May 1, the Ger~ 
man national day. Between now, and then 
there will. be much speculation, whipped up 
by natural anxiety, and an’ exaggerated 
campaign of sensationalism, probably only to 
find that apart from the usual type of 
rodomontade devised especially for home 
consumption Herr Hitler will have said little 
that the world does not already know. 
Owing to the difference of time between 
Shanghai and Europe it will not be possible 
to comment on Herr Hitler’s Reichstag 
speech. It may not in the. ultimate result 
be necessary. If he flatly rejects President 
Roosevelt's peuce appeal, that will come as 
no surprise to the world’ and need not even 
have a worsening effect upon the existing 
tension, If he docs not finally stam the door 
upon ail attempts at securing peace, he will 
merely have shown a wise estimation of ex- 
isting circumstances which no clever states- 
man can afford to ignore. 

For that reason the report from Washing 
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not intend to comment on Herr Hitler's 
specch, preferring to await a written com- 
munication which it may never receive, has 
about it much which is commendable. 
‘The enormous amount of diplomatic back- 
chat which has followed every pronounce- 
ment of the Dictators has done a great deal 
towards enhancing any disturbing effect the 
speakers may have planned to create. It is 
suggested that the time has long passed 
when these rhetorical exchanges serve any 
good purpose, and that the nations of the 
world would be better engaged about their 
own business of placing themselves in the 
best posture of defence against the threats 
which have already been uttered from time 
o time, and which in effect can only now 
be repeated. Probably one of the best 
‘counters to these eloquent offensives on the 
part of the two Dictators would be to take 
‘quiet note of the bogles which they are con 
tinually raising for the disturbaice of 
Europe, and to go on quietly preparing to 
meet any of the threats which these night- 
mare creations of oratory envisage. The 
time for words has long passed into the limbo| 
of forgotten things. From now on it will be 
actions which will speak the loudest, and the 
steps which have been taken in Great Bri- 
tain, and the determination that has been 
evinced that force shall be met by forco, that 
ight shall be vindicated if necessary by 
might are more powerful in their silent 
eloquence than all the sword rattling which 
Europe since the beginning of the century’ 
has had to listen to, and which by now 
‘ought to be relegated to its proper place in 
the sphere of practical polities. The issue 
hhas already been clearly defined. If the two 
Dictators “desire to drag their unwilling 
people into the most ghastly war the world 
will ever have experienced, that dread re- 
sponsibility must be for ever their’s. The 
responsibility of the democracies, equally 
undesirous of war, will be to see that victory 
will not finally’ rest with the aggressor 
nations. ‘The time has gone for talking, the 
hour for action is long overdue. ‘The 
democracies should be too busy in prepara 
tion to be able to waste much time in worry- 
ing over the indulgence of oratorical 
pyrotechnics. 

In this connection it is interesting to sce 
In the United States how Senator Key Pitt- 
‘man, chairman of the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee has proposed the enactment of 
legislation permitting the President to “place 
restrictions on trade and commerce between 
the United States and any violator of the 
Nine Power Pact.” ‘The passage of such a 
measure would equip the foreign policy of 
the United States vis-A-vis of Japan with the 
teeth which up to the present it has un- 
fortunately not possessed, and at the same 
time would give the President complete 
powers to offset the “cash and carry” pro- 
vision of neutrality legislation which is at 
present operating wholly in favour of Japan| 
‘and against the interests of China. It would 
do more. It would place in the hands of 
the American government one of the most 
powerful diplomatic weapons with which it 
may be possible to bring about the correc- 
tion of those very manifest wrongs which 
have been inflicted upon American interests 
in China by the actions of the Japanese. 
In this conneetion the suggestion has been 
‘made that the President would in all prob- 
ability give Japan a final opportuni 
‘open the Yangtze River, and all territor 
under Japanese control, and revoke the dis- 
criminatory and anticforeign trade and 
financial measures which have been intro- 
duced in those territories. Failure to do so 
‘would be to invoke penalties similar to those| 
which have been applied against German 
trade with the United States, which is lead- 
ing practically to the complete exclusion of 
German exports from the country. The 
same treatment accorded to Japan would in 
all probability have a much farther reaching 
effect upon that country than in the case of| 
Germany, while, with the general applica~ 
tion of similar’ measures by those other 
Powers who suffer under the present policies 
of Japan, a remedial action might be dis- 
covered which alone may prove of benefit in 
the present circumstances. Passage of Sena- 
tor Pittman’s Bill announces to the world in 
general, and Japan in particular, that the 
United ‘States means business, just as much 
as do Great Britain and France in the case 
of aggression in Europe. Political repre- 
sentations have failed in Europe and the Fat 
East, and something which talks much 
louder needs to be resorted to.

“It is freely hinted in German political 
circles today that if Col. Beck, the Polish 
Foreign Minister, signs any formal military 
treaty with Britain, Germany will probably 
denounce the Anglo-German naval agreement. 

‘Any such action by Germany would, 1% is 
obvious, be a mere gesture. Britain has too 
ig a lead in naval armaments for Germany 
to make any impression on it except over a 
very long period.” 

Herr Hitler has, therefore, merely put into 
effect a denunciation which was expected. 
‘There is consequently no element of surprise 
to be found in this departure, and certainly: 
nothing in this one connection to contribute 
to the worsening of the European situation. 
The point may be noted, however, that this 
unilateral denunciation by Herr ' Hitler is 
completely to type, for in the exchange of 
correspondence which forms the Naval Pact, 
Herr Joachim von Ribbentrop, the German 
‘Ambassador wrote :— 

‘The German Government, for their part, 
are also of the opinion that the agreement at 
which they have now. arrived with his 
Majesty's Government in the United Kingdom, 
and which they regard as a permanent and 
definite agreement with effect trom today 
between the two Governments, will facilitate 
the conclusion of a general agecement on this 
‘question between all the naval Powers of the 
world. g 


Its permanence and definiteness seem to have 
rested, as so many other similar docu-

‘The denunciation of the Germano-Polish 
non-Aggression Pact has likewise to be set 
in its proper perspective. ‘There is no reu- 
son, it is believed, to expect any immediate 
military attack on Poland, for this would 
face Germany with the necessity of fighting 
war on two fronts. “More likely is it that 
more subtle means will be employed for the 
purpose of wearing down Polish resistance. 
It is thought that as a result of their previous 
successes, Germany's rulers probably caleu- 
late that’ the new anti-nggression bloc may 
be broken up in time by a campaign of 
threats, and intimidation. ‘The maintenance 
of a military menace just across the border, 
sustained over many months will, it is ap- 
parently believed, be something that Polish 
nerves will not be able to withstand, white 
it appears also to be thought that the ex= 
pense of Poland's military precautions will 
have a disastrous effect upon the Nation’s| 
finances. As the “Dally Telegraph” corres 
pondent, in the despatch already quoted 
says — 

“The next few months will, therefore, It is 
expected, be a period of great strain. Week 
after week, and month after month: German 
propaganda may be expected to wage @ cams 
palgn of attrition against the nerves of Poland, 
and the States associated with her, while the 
German minority has instructions to cause as 
much trouble as possible inside Poland.” 


It is the old, familiar technique. Disorders 
stirred up by agents provocateurs are made 
to assume imposing proportions for the pur- 
pose of justifying German intervention in 
the affairs of other nations which she desires 
to bring within her hegemony. But these 
things were realized as far back as April 4, 
and when this is remembered, the denuncia- 
tion of the Germano-Polish non-Aggression 
Pact falls into its proper place as part of the 
campaign designed to foree Poland to sur- 
render peaceably what would now mean 
general European war if sought through 
military intervention. 

What is of importance then in Herr Hitler's 
denunciation of these two understandings is 
that it removes once and for all any illusions 
as to the degree of stability which these 
documents might otherwise have induced. 
Since Munich they have never been very 
strong, and their complete removal is prob- 
ably as honest a piece of diplomatic work 
as any that Herr Hitler has ever done, He 
has placed Britain, with regard to the Naval 
Pact, under due warning, and Britain, France 
Russia and Poland have been seryed with 

ilar notice regarding the validity of -the 














Germano-Polish non-Aggression Pact. These 
nations have now been warmed that Ger- 
‘many's international commitments are good 
only so long as the other parties acquiesce 
| in whatever Germany desires, and that Ger-

the Dictator. All this has been apparent for 
a considerable time, but Der Fuehrer has 
now made it so clear that he would indeed 
be foolish who now persisted in thinking 
otherwise.

NEW APPEAL LIKELY? 
: May 2. 


‘The more Herr Hitler's speech before the 
Reichstag on Friday is studied, the more in- 
teresting it proves to be, not only because 
of his denunciation of understandings with 
Great Britain and Poland, but also because 
of the invitation he has extended to other 
nations to enter into non-aggression pacts 
with Germany. That is an adroit move. 
Countries which fail to do so will obviously 
bbe held to have aggressive intentions against 
the Reich, even though it is apparent that 
Herr Hitler only contemplates entering into 
such arrangements on terms satisfactory to 
himself, ‘Thus it is to be expected that hi 
offer to enter into a non-aggression pact with 
Great Britain might be conditional upon the 
latter agreeing to restore the former Ger- 
‘man colonies, and should Britain refuse to 
consider this matter, he would then be able 
to claim that such’a pact was impossible, 
and that Great Britain was assuming the 
role of the aggressor. In many of his 
speeches Der Fuehrer ‘has very obviously 
sought to do his utmost to pass the onus of 
responsibility for any war which might 
break out upon the shoulders of the demo- 
feracies, pleading at all times his pacific in- 

tentions, grabbing territory by force, and 
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satisfy his demands places upon them the 
responsibility for present tension, and all 
that may develop from it, His attitude may 
seem convincing to his own people, who 
have very ttle opportunity for “ascer- 
taining the real facts of the ease, but in the 
eyes of the world, better informed of all that 
1s happening, this dovice is just about as 
transparent as it possibly can ‘be, Not only 
that, this invitation must be examined in the 
light of all that has happened before, What 
assurance is there that if the invitation were 
accepted, and that Herr Hitler sought to 
‘establish’ no conditions, any pacts so arrived 
at would be of any greater worth than those 
other undertakings whose merit has been 
such as to melt away in the light of what 
Herr Hitler conceives to be his immediate 
necessities ? What greater permanence would 
they have than any of the other” arrange 
ments which have proved worthless by 1a- 
son of what Herr’ Hitler considers to be 
chaning conditions ? 

‘The possibility that President Roosevelt 
may undertake a new diplomatic move, in 
which the United States and 21 Latin Ameri- 
can Republics would issue an appeal to the 
European nations to accept Horr’ Hitler's in- 
vitation to enter into non-aggression pacts, 
is an interesting one, Should he do so, he 
would in fact be asking the domocracies to 
take Herr Hitler at his word. If, however. 
Germany's participation in such ah arrange- 
ment is to be conditional, then it is quite 
clear that any such move must fail, Great 
Britain would not be false to her’ present 
policy if she were to enter into a purely: 
Unilateral arrangement by announcing. that 
she has no aggressive intentions against Ger- 
many, and would support no other country 
in any onslaught upon Germany which was 
not in the nature of self-defence, and brought 
‘about upon German initiative. That is ine 
deed her policy. There will be no hostilities 
in Europe unless Germany starts them. That 
is all. that the so-called poliey of German 
encirclement amounts to. Not one of the 
parties to the anti-agaression arrangement 
when it is completed contemplates any 
military move against Germany unless the 
latter by her own actions invite it. Tt would 
not even be illogical for Britain, or any of 
her friends, to enter into unilateral arrange 
ments guaranteeing even Germany against 
wanton attack by any other Power, for to 
do so would merely mean the extension of 
the doctrine of collective sceurity to Germany 
without demanding reciprocation from her. 
Collective security, ombracing the idea that 
any aggressor against one country would 
hhave to face the resistanee of the whole of 
the rest, is still within the bounds of pos- 
sibility. Tt ean, indeed be extended to Ger- 
many’ without reciprocity ‘on her part, and 
nneed not mean that the nations consenting 
to take such a step would be obliged as a 
preliminary consideration to grant those 
German demands which Herr Hitler has 80 
often enunciated. 

Taking all the circumstances into con- 
sideration it would indeed be the best 
method of mecting Herr Hitler's move for 
the parties to the anti-aggression step to 
‘make a declaration that none of them will 
allack Germany, unless that country” strikes 
first. It would’ amount to accepting an 
obligation which would have about it none 
of the uncertainty which bilateral agree 
‘ments might very well have, calling for no 
particular undertaking from’ Germany, and 
indeed expecting none. In the prevailing 
conditions it would be an arrangement having 
about it all the necessary. stability which 
might be missing in any bilateral arrange

Gold to Strengthen Federal Reserve Bank

tween the “Provisional Government” of Peiping and the Manchou- 
kuo Government looking toward the co-operation of the two 
régimes in getting this scheme under way. 


Besides the general supply of 
electricity to Jehol and eastern Hope, 
the Immedinte object of the project 
is to provide power for developing 
old mining along. the Manchoukuo 
China’ "border. “When the proposed 
piont ig cstablished, it is expected 
that not only will gold ore be pro- 
duced, but if will also be refined on 
the spot, 

‘The gold so obtained will be a 
contribution to the general. financial 
resources of the Japan-Manchoukuo- 
north China economic bloc, but it is 
understood that specifically it will be 
tused to strengthen the resources of 
the new Federal Bank in Peiping and 
assist It in establishing control over 
the Anances of north China and ox- 
panding the foreign trade of that 
region: 

‘Depending on how the yellow metal 
fy diverted, however, it can also be 
utilized to help balance Manchuokuo's 
international“ aceounts. In recent 
years the balanec of trade has been 
heavily “against Manchoukuo.

‘The Incident Js at present under 
investigation by the British authori- 
ies In co-operation with the Muni- 
ipal Police. Until after the inquest 
hhas been closed and all the evidence 
becomes available, including — the 
statements of Mrs.'Lillie and Sergt. 
Wimsett, the passengers in the car, 
it is not possible to draw any con- 
clusions concerning the facts of the 
ease and the cause of the accident. 
‘Any statements of atleged facts made 
before full investigations have been 
coneluded must be accepted with 
reserve.

Because they were stated to have 
Aisobeyed the command of a Japanese 
‘Army sentry to stop while erossing 
the’ Groat Western Road atlway 
crossing after a ride in Hungjeo at 
oul 7 pan. on April 28, Mr. 
Re L. Heath, ‘sports master at the 
Cathedral School for Boys, and a lady 
companion, Miss F. C. Perrin of 110 
Jessileld Rond, were detained at the 
apanese post there for about an hour 
before being escorted to the Lincoln 
Avenue Hendquarters of the Japan- 
ese Forces in Hungjao where they 
were questioned. After several 
hhours' detention Mr. Heath and Miss 
Perrin were allowed to go home. 

Describing his experiences to 
“North-Chino Daily News” reporter, 
who showed him a Japanese version 
‘of the incident "as reported by the 
“Shanghai Mainiehi;” Mtr, Heath 
branded the story as ridiculous and 
‘added that the facts as outlined in the 
report were entirely Incorrect. 

‘was out riding with Miss Perrin,” 
rhe stated, “and Wwe had driven out 
‘a Hittle too far. 1 happened to re- 
Mark at Monument Road about the 
time and when we got to the eros 
Ing It was about 7 o'clock or five 
seven, “Upon reaching

Continuing with his story Mr. 
Heath stated that as Miss Perrin and 
he were crossing over, the sentry 
shouted to them to stop and he at~ 
tempted to turn his pony around to 
fo back when the animal kicked. 

"rhe best thing to do,” he went on, 
‘was to go and get the pony out of 
the way ‘and then go back.” 

‘Alter tethering the animals at the 
British posts, Mr. Heath stated that 
hils companion and he returned to the 
Japanese sentry post. "There was 
‘absolutely no truth in the report that 
the British sontries made us go back 
when we were challenged by the 
Japanese sentry," he added. “As a 
matter of fact 1 went across three or 
four times afterwards to telephone 
and 1 talked to a British oMicer 
there.”

During the time that they were 
detained at the Japanese post Mr. 
‘Heath stated that beor ond cigarettes 
were provided by the polite officer, 
Who ofdered tea to be made for Miss 
Porrin, "We had quite a pleasar 
talk about Japan and other places, 
he continued, “and this did not seem 
to please the other officer, who be 
came more offensive with the result 
that, shortly afterwards, the police 
filer slammed the door in his face.” 

Escorted by the oficer, Mr. Heath 
‘and Miss Perrin then walked across 
{to the Lincoln Avenue Headquarters 
where they were questioned most 
politely and allowed to go home some 
time later in a car provided by the 
Japanese, According to Mr. Heath 
there was no question of any dis- 
‘agreement between him and the 
Tapanese authorities as he had ad- 
imitied at the Headquarters. that, 
owing to his -pony's behaviour, he 
Thad beon obliged to disobey the order 
‘at frst but that he had gone back 
In good faith after tethering his 
animal.

Five engines from the Ichang Roads 
‘and Bubbling Well Stations attended 
the blaze, which was brought under 
control after 3§ minutes’ work. ‘They

Hospital Work Shows 
Increase for March 


Shanghai, Apr. 28 

A large increase in the number of 
patients treated at the Lester Chinese 
Hospital took place during the month 
lof Moreh according to a report issued 
by hospital authorities yesterday, 
‘Most of the depariments experienced 
fan inerease of about 25 per cent. over 
the number of patients cared for dur- 
ing February. 

The number of industrial accidents 
is higher by about 100 per cent. and 
births by about 60 per cent. There 
has also been an increase of 30 
er cent. with regard to attempted 
Suicides. “Members of the hospital 
staff dealt with 21,162 out-patient 
visits and 515 zatients were admitted 
to the hospital,during the month. A. 
{total of 200 inpatient and 318 out- 
patient operations were » performed 
during Mareh, some of these being 
ineluded in the 41 industrial accident 
leases which were brought to the 
hospital for treatment. 

‘Medical ald was given 560 persons 
[brought in by the Shanghal Munieipal 
Police, and 33 eases brought to the 
hospital by the French Munielpal 
Police were also cared for. ‘The 
largest number to appear on hospital 
records, however, was that {at pre- 
scriptions dispensed. A otal’ of 
21,677 prescriptions were filled by 
hard-working members of the staff 
during the month. Chief causes of 
sickness were mumps, and to a some-

A. A. Brady 
Shanghai, Apr. 28. 

The death is reported with regret 
of Mr, Andrew A. Brady, well-known 
member of the Shanghai Stock Ex- 
‘change, who has resided in Shanghai 
since 1901. Mr. Brady, who was 62 
seers of age, passed away yesterday 
morning at his home, 910 Rte De 
Zikawel. ‘He is survived by his wife 
Mrs. Agnes Brady. 

‘Mr. Brady was long a popular 
figure in Shanghai society. “In his 
‘earlier days he was an enthusiastic 
Volunteer and Fireman, and was a 
member of the Light Horse S. V. C. 
and the Victoria Brigade. “He 
‘was also interested in amateur acting! 
fand took part in many of the A. D.C. 
productions prior to the Great War. 
Of late the deceased had beon active- 
ly interested in lawn bowls and was 
‘one of the most active of the Coun- 
try Club's members in this sport.

Russia had to experience in the 
war of 1914-1018, It is easier to die 
in tronches at the front than to suffer 
through years of general depravity 
when people live under a reign of 
senseless terror, suffer hunger and ate 
killed by epidemics. 

Certain anxiety in the political 
crisis in Europe was evidenced among, 
Russians living in the French Con 
cession when the French Government 
docroed that foreigners living in 
France and her colonies would be 
afiected by the general mobilization 
in ease of war. In this respect M. R. 
D'Auxion de Ruifs elucidated in an 
interview ‘with the pros that the 
French Concession is not regarded as 
a French Colony and that the new law 
does nol, therefore, include Its resi 
dents, Hf, D'Auxion de Rusts ex- 
pressed the opinion that should any 
Tocal Russian emigeé wish to join the 
French Army in a time of mobiliza- 
tion he would probably bo accepted, 
‘and would in such ease be undoubted- 
iy given French citizenship.

Local Polish Comments 
‘On Reichstag Speech 


‘Shanghal, May 2. 
No reactions to Herr Hitler's speech 
were caused in local Polish circles, a 
‘prominent member of the Polish com~ 
munity” informed a "North-China 
Daily News” reporter yesterday. 

He stated that the denunciation of 
the Germano-Polish | Non-Agression 
Pact, which was in the frst place a 
‘Gentieman’s Agreement concluded by 
Herr Hitler, only emphasized once 
more the invalidity of any agreement 
[concluded with Germany. 

Dealing with reports in the press 
regarding Germany's intentions to 
resort {0 propaganda among the 
Polish minorities, he added that Ger. 
many could rest assured that such a 
step had long been forescen by the 
Polish Government ond that the 
efforts of the propaganda would be 
‘Suppressed most effectively. 

‘Such propaganda, he said, would 
have little effect upon the minorities 
because they enjoyed equal rights 
‘with Polish nationals and he thought 
that the Nazi régime was not appeal- 
Jing to-anyone who had enjoyed the 
utmost of liberty and freedom. 

German Minority’s Schools 

‘There were 700,000 Germans in 
Poland and they possessed 432 com- 
‘mon schools, 27 high schools, 850 
people's co-operatives and 78 editions 
in German. In the Reich, on the 
lother hand, there wore 1,800,000 Polish 
nnationlas, these possessing $8 schools, 
two high schools, 37 people's. c 
operatives and 14 ‘editions. 

Concluding the interview he ro 
frained from commenting upon the

agreement but added that this step 
had certainly united Polish hands in 
regard to the attitude that the coun- 
try would take towards Germ:

Mileage Fees. 

Consideration has recently been 
ttiven by the Public Utilities Com- 
mittee and the Council to the ques~ 
tion of the adequacy of the mileage 
feeo ‘paid by the China General 
Omnibus Company and the Tramway 
Company. 

‘Factors which indicated the in- 
adequacy of the existing fees includ 
ed the more than doubling of the 
‘cost of road materials and the growth 
in weight and capacity of the omni- 
buses.

“Apart from a slight increase in the 
cases of measles notifed, communic~ 
able diseases were quiescent to an 

inusual degree in the month under 
review and smallpox ceased to be 
epidemic on the 13th. ‘The figure of 
2,806 Chinese deaths recorded re- 
resents a substantial decrease com- 
Dared with the returns for both 
February and January. 

‘Since the maximal incidence of 
‘cerebrospinal fever is normally in 
‘Apsil, and the notifications for March. 
show’ an inerease over the previous 
month, it is possible that this disease 
may reach epidemic proportions, but 
‘apart from ‘this possibility it ‘does 
not appear likely that the health of 
the town will suffer unduly until the 
Intestinal infections associated with 
summer temperatures reappear. Since 
overerowding, as regards. both Chine 
ese and. foreign populations, has 
nereased recently, it may be said 
that for the present the health situa 
tion is satisfactory.

Debenture holders and stockhold- 
ers of the China Really “Company 
yesterday received copies of the plan 
‘of re-organization of the company 
which was fled in the United States 
Court for China by Mr. C.F. Wolsit- 
fer, ‘Trustee of the Company, oh 
April 17, Mr. Wolsiffer was appointed 
‘Trustee by the United States Court 
for China in September 1985, when 
the company filed its petition ‘with 
the Court under Section 72-B of the 
United States Bankruptey Act. 

Mr. Wolsiffer made the following 
statement yesterday: "The Plan of 
Reorganization led by me in’ the 
United States Court for Ching last 
week contains a statement of essential 
facts with respect to the past and 
present condition of the company and 
the terms of a plan waich Ihave 
recommended for’ the r2oryanization 
of the company, When the company 
applied to the United States Court for 
China in September, 1935, for the 
appointment of a trustee under Sec- 
tion 77-B of the Bankruptey Act it 
was unable to pay interest falling due 
‘on mortgages and to 8 per cent, 
Dobenture Holders because mort- 
agers indebted to the company were 
defaulting in the payment of principal 
and Interest on” mortgages. By 
September, 1935, Shanghal real estate 
prices had’ falieh to a point where it 
‘was impossible to soll real estate 
without very heavy losses. Fore- 
closure of mortgages at that. time 
would also have resulted in very 
heavy losses to both debtors and 

Following my appointment as 
‘Trusteo, under directions and orders 
of the Court made from time to time, 
1 proceeded to effect settlements 
with the company debtors by taking 
over and selling veal estate securing 
such: indebledness whenever buyers 
could be found at advantageous 
prices.

‘Shanghat Electric Construction Co, 
at its offlees, 185 Soochow Road, yes- 
terday. During his speech the Chalr- 
man stated that altzough it was not 
postble fo indicate any date for the 
Fesumption of the service, it would 
be the poliey of the directors to press 
for a resumption. Supporting Mr. 
Martin’ Little were Messrs. F. 
Davey, Ellis Hayim, W. J: Keswlek, 
Li Ming and F. W. Poate (directors): 

In his speech the Chairman sald: 
‘The two outstanding events in the 
year under review have been the 
restoration of our passenger trafflc to 
normal proportions and the serious 
depreciation in the exchange value 
‘of the Chinese dollar both of which, 
5 you will readily understand, have 
‘2 most “important bearing on our 
financial results. 

Dealing rst with the subject of 
passengers carried, the position ts 
that we commenced the ‘year on a 
basis Which represented about 40 per 
cent, of normal and the situation 
steadily improved with each succes 
sive month until, in September, 
normal figures were reach 
then there has been further Improve 
ment, and while we have not yet 
Surpassed previous records, that goal 
‘would appear to be in sight. 

‘The main factors contributing to the 
restoration of our passenger raffle 
have been the considerable influx of 
refugees into the comparative safety 
‘Of the International ‘Settlement, and 
the rapid growth of industrial activity 
nthe Western District, the latter of 
which well illustrates the resiliency 
‘and recuperative power of Shanghal. 

North of Creek Conditions 

This recovery is all the more ar- 
resting when it is considered that 
our services are still shut out from 
‘considerable area North of the Soo- 
chow Creek, embracing some 17% 
miles of route which is equivalent to 
4 “percent. “of our total route 
mileage. 

(Regular representations have, been 

to “the proper authorities 
throughout the year with a. view to 
oblaining permission for the restora~ 
tion of our services in that area, and 
every reasonable step has been taken, 
But I regret to say that It is stil not 
possible to Indicate when we may 
hope for a solution of that problem. 
It'ls the policy of your directors 10 
continue to press for the resumption 
of our services on the main trafic 
arteries North of the Soochow Creek 
and then to proceed with a steady 
expansion of services as, when and 
where required, until normal opera 
tion as been restored. 

It has been fortunate that the com: 
mencement of our new route con- 
necting the International Settlement 
in the West with the French Con- 
cession via Ferry Road, Sinza Roat 
Seymour ‘Road, Avenue du Roi 
‘Albert, Rue Lafayette and Rue du 
Capitaine Rebier, on September 15 
last, synchronised with an intensive 
concentration of the industri po- 

Tn this 
extension ‘we have an important and 
popular connecting link between the 
two territories, and it is satisfactory 
that the decision was taken to pro- 
ceed with this route despite the more 
tunsettled conditions which prevailed 
In the early part of last year when 
arrangements for its equipment wero 
made. 























‘Trolley Bus Routes 

In accordance with our progressive 
policy, we have applied to the Muni- 
Cipal’ Council and have received 
‘approval for the extension of our 
‘Trolley Bus route now operating on 
‘Yu Yuen Road, to The Bund via 
Jessfeld Road, ‘Avenue Road, Hart 
Road, Sinza Road, Seymour ' Road, 
Weihaiwei Road, Race Course Road, 
Yu Ya Ching Road and Foochow 
Road, and itis hoped to have this 
exlension ready for operation about 
‘the end of the current year. 

‘Referring now to sterling exchange, 
it would ‘be pleasing to us all were 
it possible to give the same encourag- 
ing report of it as in the case of our 
passenger traffic, or if it were even 
possible to remark that the rate pre- 
Vailing at the commencement of the 
year had been maintained, but 1 am 
afraid that we must regard exchange 
‘as the adverse factor in our opera 
tions. At the commencement of the 
year the rate for the Dollar was 
1/2% and it remained steady around 
that level until about the end of 
March when it began to decline. 

By the end of June it was down 
to 8% pence and on the last day of 
the year was Bie pence. ‘The aver~ 
‘age for the year was 10.234 pence at 
which rate all revenue items in the

When it Is considered that the cor- 
espe rate for the previous year 
was 14, It will be realized how im- 
‘portant’ factor exchange is in our 
Ainanelal operations and. particularly 
in convering our dollar profit to 
sterling. In terms of dollars our profit 
for the year under review was nearly 6 
per cent. in excess of the gure for 
the preceding yeer, but when con- 
verted to sterling it was actually 24 
per cent, less by reason of the lower 
exchange rate to which I have just 
referred. 

‘We have also witnessed a forceful 
reflection of this depreciation in ex: 
change in the form of increased 
‘operating costs, and while we have 
etrained up to the present, from 
passing on to our passengers any 
Portion of this increase, it will be 
Apparent that this position may de- 
mand carly rectification, While 
fon the subject of exchange, 1 
would draw your attention to ‘the 
Hem of £20398 appearing’ in the 
balance sheet as a deduction from 
Reserve Account.. This represents the 
difference in exchange In converting] 
Gollar balances to sterling at the end 
of the year for the purpose of closing 
fff the accounts. 

Tt is a familiar item in our ac- 
counts and is usually dealt with in 
the profit and loss account, but as 
it's’ greater for last year than for 
some ‘years past, due to the sharp 
drop in exchange, it was felt that 
it would be more appropriate to deal 
with it in the manner T have Just 
escrjbed and so save the profit and 
loss account from violent fluctuations 
of this character. 


Profit for the Year 

‘The proft for the year was £00,873. 
which ‘when added to the amount of 
£23,744 brought forward, produces a 
total of £84617 compared with 
£105,044 for ‘the preceding year.

"As these are suitable times and 
elreumstances in which to draw on 
four reserves for the purpose of 
‘Sugmenting the amount available for 
distribution in the form of dividend, 
the sum of £20,000 has been trans:

Your Directors now recommend 
that a dividend of 8 per cent, be 
paid which will absorb $3,600 Jeav:

‘The constant passing of the ticket- 
seller from the first compartment to 
the third for the purpose of collecting 
ticket fares, Jeaves the door open, $0 
that there is a constant draft as the 
exit doors are nearly always open, 
which in cold weather is rather dis- 
comforting and can easily result in 
4 cold. Tt could easily be avoided by 
the Company engaging some more 
tokot-sellers, one for each class, such 
‘as is done on the French cars, and 
It would also eliminate the constant 
passing of third-class passengers 
through the first-elass, ‘in many’ 
instances carrying dirty bundles of 
all descriptions and brushing past the 
seated passenger's clothes. “As to the 
conduct of the tieket-sellers I wish to 
state that in most instances they are 
convinced that the passengers are 
there for them, not they for us, and 
consequently, when you complain to 
them about anything you are sure to 
‘et a fresh answer or none at all. 

T ‘have -been talking to several 
foreign inspectors, but they seem to 
be powerless to do anything, and my 
Impression is that the fault is entirely 
with the management, It has been 
my experience that it is uscless to 
complain about the dirty state in 
which the ears are kept, also the rags 
the tiekot-sellers are clothed in, and 
certainly the spitting habit is going on 
fs usual — all in all, a wonderful 
state of affairs.

U.S. Court for China 


Inquest on J. Rosenfeld 
Before Mr. N. E. Lurton, U.S. Coroner 
(Sulelde verdict) 

Shanghal, Apr. 28, 

‘A verdict of death caused by a self- 
inflicted gunshot wound was return- 
ai by Mr. N. E Lurton, U.S. 
Coroner, at the inquest held yester- 
day morning concerning the death of 
‘Mr. J. Rosenfeld, American fur-dealer, 
who was found dead in his office at 
331 Muscum Road on the morning of 
‘April 24. 

‘The frst witness to be called was 
Dr. LG. Anderson, who told the 
coroner that he was summoned to the 
office of the deceased at about 9.15 
‘tum, April 24. He found Mr. Roven- 
feld’ lying face down on the floor 
with his head towards the door. A 
superficial examination revealed that 
the body had been pierced by 9 
bullet through the upper abdomen. 
‘There was a small wound near the 
spine made by the bullet as it left 
the body. Dr. Anderson estimated 
that Mr. Rosenfeld had been dead for 
‘about one and a half hours at the 
time of examination. 

Mr. Lurton then called Dr. A. 
Koros. ‘The witness said that he hod 
been acquainted with the deceased 
and that he knew that Mr. Rosenfeld 
had had finaneial dimiculties. 

Det. Sub-Insp. F. W. Guess, who 
was next called, related that he had 
arrived at Mr.'Rosenfeld's office at 
830 am., where he found the de- 
ceased lying on the floor with a ser- 
vice rifle at his left side. ‘The detec- 
tive noted that there were powder 
burns on the shirt and waistcoat of 
the body, which evidence pointed to 
the fact that a bullet fred at close 
range bad entered the body from 
the front. A wire had beén attached 
to the trigger of the rifle in such a 
‘manner that the vietim could have 
pulled it after he had placed the 
muzzle of the rifle against his abdo- 
men. ‘The detective found a letter on 
9 desk in the room asking that Dr. 
Korosi be summoned and. directing 
the reader to a further number of 
letters contained in the inside breast 
pocket of the victim's coat. Mr. 
Guess removed seven letters, sealed 
and addressed to various friends and 
| relatives. 

Insp. R. J. White, when called to 
testify, siaied that’ at 830 on. the 
| morning of April 24 he received a tele- 
Phone call from » Chinese requesting 
that an ambulance be sent to 331 
Museum Road as a foreigner had 
been injured. Inspector White and 
Inspector M. Lawman, after sum- 
‘moning an ambulance, immediately 





proceeded to the address given, where 
they found Mr. Rosenfeld as already 
described. At the time of their ar- 
rival the body was still somewhat 

‘Mr. A. Sstor, a Hungarian, when 
called upon by the coroner, said that 
hhe had known the deceased for some 
time as he had financed Mr. Rosen- 
feld's business. “After identifying 
letters shown. him by Mr. Gordon 
Campbell, U.S. Marshal, as having 
‘been. written by the deceased, Mr. 
Sator stated that he had known that 
Mr. Rosenfeld was having financial 
difficulties. ‘The witness also reveal- 
ed that Mr. Rosenfeld had written 
in a letter deft to his business asso- 
ciate that he did not wish to con- 
tinue living in his present eireum- 
stances. 

“The Chinese coolie who first ais 
covered the body told the coroner 
he had seen Mr. Rosenfeld in the 
corrider outside his ofllce at about 
745 am. on the day in question. A 
short while after, the coolie heard a 
shot fired close by, and in company 
‘with another Chinese employed in 
the ‘building, he left his employer's 
office to find out what had happened. 
Hearing moans from Mr. Rosenfeld's 
office, the two looked ‘inside, and 
‘when they saw that a foreigner was 
lying on the foor, they immediately 
made ‘known thelr discovery and 
then tried to find the dead man’s tea 
boy. 

‘The last person to testify was Mr. 
Gordon Campbell, U.S. Marshal, who 
told Mr. Lurton ‘that he had found 
the body in the position described by 
Dr. Anderson and Det. Guess, Mr, 
Gordon added that the vietim’s coat 
hhad been raised at the back and that 
bblood was to be seen about the wound 
caused by the bullet as it had left 
the body, The Marshal stated that 
some of the letters left by the de- 
‘ceased were in his possession, but 
the Coroner did not think it neces 
sary that they be read. 














First Special Court 


Coal Thieves Charged

‘A Chinese named Tsang Teeng-fu 
was sentenced to three years’ im- 
prisonment by the First Special 
Distriet Court yesterday for detaln- 
in. the Seltle- 
rao” police station 
‘whose assistance he sought to for 
the man to pay the rent. He was 
convicted on ‘a charge of restricting 
personal freedom, 

“Trouble started last week when 
‘Tsang failed to collect back rental 
amounting to more than $100 from a 
tenant named Pan Chislung who 
lives in Tseng’s house at 40-401 
Dent Road. Pan could not raise the 
‘money whereupon Tseng sent Pan to 
2 Greater Shanghal police station, off 
Lingping Road, in the eastern arca 
‘north of the efeek with the ald of 
two men attached to the "Rehabitita- 
ion Section” of the Greater Shang- 
hai’ Municipal Government. 

A relative of Pan informed the 
Yulin “Road police of the trouble 
and the Settlement police secured 
the release of Pan after. consulting 
the Japanese adviser to the Chinese 
police station, Tsang, was later 
located and_ arrested.

Tachienlu, usually 2 quiet and peaceful 
spol, is now in the throes of what might be 
termed a Tibetan palaver. Some years ago 
the Jamas and drabas belonging to the Goa 
Kaba lamasory, three days west of Tachienly, 
took up arms ‘against the wild and lawless 
inhabitants of Chatrin, a tribe of Tibetan 
brigonds dwelling in the mountains south of 
Litang. ‘The Chatrinwa made regular raids 
on the surrounding country, usually driving 
back to their homes large herds of yak 
plundered from the people of Minya. So 
terrible and regular became their raids that 
the people of Minya determined to put up 
some resistance to the plundering and burn- 
ing_of their: homes. 

Goa Kaba, a Yellow Sect lamasery, with 
300 resident’ Jamas and drabas, lay directly 
in the Chatrin line of fire, and suffered 
considerably from this wild marauding band 
of brigands; so one day, a number of lamas, 
apparently ‘unknown to the resident In- 
carnation, set out, fully armed, to fight the 
Chatrinwa, It seems that some success at~ 
tended their military campaign and when 
they returned they boasted of the number 
of robbers they had put out of business. 
After this military adventure a spirit of 
bravado crept into the Jama ranks and in- 
stead of spending their time in religious 
vocations the drabas would mect together 
and diseuss their wild escapade into the 
country. Prayers and religious exercises 
were more and more omitted and batlle 
stories were more and more discussed. 

‘The head of the lamasery, a very religious 
Incarnation, was very much’ distressed in his 
soul at the demoralization that was slowly 
taking hold of the institution, 0 one day he 
packed up and made his way'to the Jeclecku 
Iamasery, a day or so north of Goa Kaba. 
Here the Incarnation, Gusho Draba, made 
him welcome and here he decided to’stay. 

‘After the departure of the Incarnation, the 
Goa Kaba lamas realized that they had some- 
how gone too far from the path of virtue 
‘and were determined to bring thelr lama 
head back again, A deputation was appoint 
ed to wait on the Incarnation at Jecleekt 
‘and press him to return to his own lamasery. 
‘This he decided to do but only conditionally. 
‘The Goa Kaba lamasery had suffered in 
more ways than one: the people of the dis- 
trict had withdrawn their supplies of food 
and help with the departure of the Incarna- 
tion and these had to be re-promised before 
the Jama would return, Again two bridges 
had to be built and kept constantly in repair 
and this the people promised to do, ‘These 
were the main avenues to the lamasery and 
without them it was dimicult and dangerous 
to cross the river. ‘To get the Incarnation 
back the people of the district were quite 
prepared to promise anything. 

‘The Jama made one mistake : he demanded 
more than was necessary and more than the 
people could produce and this became very 
lavgely the cause of the unfortunate dispute. 
What each house would give and do was 
very carefully written out before the lama 
returned. 











Bad times struck the district and ean 
years attacked the cattle. Some discontent, 


fomented within and without the lamasery, 
forced the Incarnation to somewhat modify. 
his original terms. ‘The people of Goa Kaba 
could not supply the lamasery with the re- 
quired amount of butter, grain, barley and 
tea, nor could they Keep’ themselves and do 
all'the work that was demanded of them. 
Frosh terms were written, greatly modify- 
ing the original demands ‘and it looked as 
if the sun would once again shine brightly 
fon the land, but apparently some sinister 
Jamas were ‘at work determined to. break 
the power and influence of the kindly In- 
carnation, 

Goa Kaba is the largest and most influen= 
tial district in the whole of Minya and 
within it the big Tibetan’ military officer had 
his residence. Lozang Pentso had his castle 
at Ate, one day's Journey from the lamasery ; 
he was the military chief of the whole dis- 
trict, and on occasions could raise 1,000 
militia. “He was formerly a lama but having 
taken unto himself a wife he gave up his 
holy calling. Lozang was a terror to Tibetan 
brigands, far and near, and his reputation 
in his methods of’ their extermination. 
well as being the military ehief he was 

very religious man and nis camp fol- 
could sing hymos and recite prayers. 

Loxany Pentso had one weakness; he 
would brook no rival, far or near, lama or 
layman, nomad or merchant ; he was practic 
ally the biggest man in Mihya and he knew 

1 small dictator with big ambitions. Soon 
after Lozang ame into power, a nomad 
whose history was like unto that of Mel- 
chisedee suddenly appesred in Goa Kaba, 
and married into the weelthy house of 
Drana Bong. What his claim to notoriety 
was no one scemed to know. Soon after his 
marriage into this wealthy’ Tibetan family 
his father-in-law presented him with 20 yak, 
inviting him to take his wife with him and 
follow the life of a nomad. But difficulties 
soon arose. Ojaclu followed the yak and the 
yak followed the wind and the wind bloweth 
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where it listeth, so Ofaelu very soon found 
himself anywhere and everywhere with his! 
tent, his wife and 20 yak. Other nomads in 
Goa’ Kaba complained that he was not fol- 
lowing the rules of the game. 

‘The fact that he had married into the’ 
House of Drana Bong in no way carried with 
it nomadic carte blanche. Ojaelu had. to| 
rope those 20 yak in or there would be 
trouble, not only to himself but his father- 
in-law.’ Another big military man in the! 
district at this time was the Jeclecku In- 
carnation. So an appeal was made through 
the Incarnation to the Chinese magistrate at 
Tachientu which brought with it the nomadic 
carte blanche which Ojsclu desired. With 
this Chinese passport no one could stop him 
or hinder him in his progress in any direc 
ton, 

His mother, who had followed him in his 
‘wanderings, was now a very oid woman and 
found it very hard spending all her days in 
tent. An appeal was made to the Goa 
Kaba Incarnation for a small piece of land 
to erect a house for the old lady.. The dis- 
triet of Gon Kaba is divided into 20 divisions, 
thirteen of which agreed to giving the old’ 
Jady a bit of land, while seven made strong’ 
objections. ‘The seven objecting Tibetan 
headmen ‘were called into the presence of 
the Incarnation who gave them such a talk- 
ing to that their objections melted into thin 
air, 

Tt now looked as if Ojaclu and his aged 
mother would become landowners, but 
‘enemies within the Goa Kaba lamasery in- 
formed Lozang Pentso of what was about to 
take place. Lozang’s official card indicated 
that he carried within his person all kinds 
Of official positions, including that of dictator. 
Ojaelu could have the land, that was a small 
concern, and the Incarnation could allow 
him to have it, that was equally unimport- 
‘ant, but to fail'to consult Lozang Pentso, the 
military chief of the district, was quite’ un- 
Pardonable, consequently everything was 
blocked. Not only so but Pentso ealled in 
a number of his militia and was quite pre- 
Pared to make a show of arms. 

‘At one time it looked as if violence might 
bbe resorted to on either side. Lozang sum- 
moned the whole Goa Kaba fraternity before 
him and rated them severely for failing. to| 
recognize his authority. He then decided 
that no more recruits from Meurong would | 
be permitted to enter the Goa Kaba Jamas- 
ery, that henceforth they should go to the 
Saja lamasery at Regu. Meurong was an 
important lama supply agency for the Goa 
Kaba lamasery and Lozang in making this 
decision was no doubt exceeding his self- 
imposed powers. Goa Kaba belongs to the 
Yellow Sect, the most powerful sect in the 
Land of the Lamas. Pentso, it scems, had 
now lost his head, so to save his face he 
sent his resignation to the border authorities, 


‘Things went from bad to worse. The Goa 
Kaba lamas o the number of 300 are stand- 
ing by their Incarnation and prepared to’ 
fight Lozang and his militia. ‘The Incarna- 
tion sent a strong letter to the Border Ad- 
ministration stating his case and secking re- 
dress. Pentso secured the help and influence 
of some of the important lights in the 
ministration. ‘The case, it is reported, will 
come before the authorities soon. The In- 
carnation, realizing that his case was some- 
what hopeless sent in the gentle request that 
he, his lamas and his people should be per- 
mitted to leave their lamasery and the dis- 
twict and seck asylum in some less troubled 
country. He maintains that he has no desire 
to quarrel, antagonize or fight; that his 
ambition is only to lead a quite, religious 
life, helping those who need help, and bless~ 
ing’ the poor. Goa Kaba of late years has 
suffered much from drought and famine and 
during the Red invasion of Minya the people 
Jost many of thelr cattle. They certainly 
look poor and dejected. 

Tt is somewhat difficult to yet at the bot 
tom of this Tibetan palaver. It may be 
simply Haman trying to get rid of Mordecai, 
or it may be merely a religious difference 
of opinion. Pentso belongs to the Saja Sect 
while the Incarnation follows the Yellow 
Scet ; and at present there is considerable 
animosity along the frontier. ‘The Regu 
Incarnation, a very gentle lama, is not pre~ 
pared {0 take sides, but Pentso is one of his 
flock, so he must show some sympathy. 











‘The two camps have now mustered strong 
forees in Tachienlu awaiting the decision of 
the authorities who do not find it very easy 
to decide, Peniso has taken up the impos- 
sible attitude of demanding that Ojaclu be 
expelled from the district whereas the latter 
has put himself, body. soul and spirit in the 
tender hands of the Incarnation. ‘The object- 
ing seven headmen made atonement for 
their objection by presenting the lamasery 
with a horse and the eight regular presents. 
Pentso, until recently. appeared to have all 
the big men cz tis side, but now a stroke 
of luck has favoured the Incarnation ; he has 
made an appeal for help to the ‘Dagang 
Lama, the head of the new Chinese Buddhist 
Mission here on the border, who promises to 
throw all his weight on the side of religion 
‘and justice. ‘The Dasang, as a Chinese, has 
‘considerable influence. 

‘When the Goa Kaba contingent was pass~ 

















ing throuzh Ate on its way to Tachienlu| 
Lozang called it in and demanded that it 


should agree that he was right; that the 
Incarnation is wrong and they were to make 
this known to the authorities. These de- 
mands they met. But the Goa Kaba con- 
tingent on arrival in Tachientu began its 
work of incrimination and produced some 
very serious charges against Lozang Pentso— 
‘he was unjust in his allotment of the burdens 
among the people; he demanded more taxes 
than were necessary ; he crushed the people 
in ‘cxereising his authority; he demanded 
not only a headman's fee for himself, but 
‘also for his wife, son and family. So Pentso, 
as well as justifying his action against 
‘Ojaclu, has now to face some serious charges 
of misdemeanour, and the border is now 
quite excited as to the outcome.

MHE present is the Year of the Hare, according to the old style 


Chinese system of chronology. 


Some people, even amongst 


the Chinese, say it is the Year of the Rabbit, but that is because 


they are not aware of the fact 


that when the Chinese system of 


chronology was devised or invented the rabbit was not known in 


China, only the har 





This opens up the questions, what is a hare, and what is 
rabbit ? ‘To many people the terms are more or less synonymous 


or interchangeable, and they will 


Jack rabbit is really a hare, whi 
really a rabbit. But to the zoologist a hare is a hare and a rabbi 


is a rabbit, no matter what thei 


Apart from certain anatomical dif 
foronces the true hares differ from the 
rabbits in that their young are not 
born In burrows underground, as are 
young rabbits, but in “forms” above 
round. ‘They are also. born’ with 
thelr fur fully developed and their 
eyez open, and ean run about very 
shortly’ aller bieth ; whereas rabbits 
‘are born naked and blind, and it is 
ome Ume before they can run about, 
Hares donot burrow or live in bur- 
rows, but depend for safety upon their 
speed, if they have to run for it, or 
tupon ‘their protective colouring when, 
they ‘can ‘Iie motiontess in. their 
“forms” amongst the brush and scrub 
‘or oven in furrows of ploughed fletd 
looking exactly like elods of earth, 
Rabbits, on the olher hand, as is 
woll known, live in burrows oF ware 
ens, which they exeavate themselves, 
id 'in which they seck safety {rom 
their enemies. ‘Their young are born 
in warm nests made from the fur of 
the mothers’ breasts in chambers deep 
‘underground in those burrows. 




















Differences in Anatormles 

‘The differences between the habits 
and modes of life of hares and rabbits 
ave resulted in differences in_ the 
anatomies of these animals, "Thus 
‘hares have longer and more powerful 
‘hind tegs than rabbits, which enable 
thom to progtess at a great speed 
‘when chased by an enemy.
